Some of Their Trials and Temptations— 
A Much Abused Class—More 
Good than Bad in Them. 
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A writer in the New York Lvening 
Telegram comes to the rescue of the 
reporters. He say: There are a class 
of maliclous people in the world who 
love to scandalize reporters. One of 
the reasons they allege for doing:so is 
that itis the aim of the reporter to 
scandalize them if there occurs to him 
an opportunity of doing so. If this 
were true, then there is all the more 
reason for them soto live that he 
shall not get the chance, But any- 
body whe says this about reporters as 
aclass either lies or does not un- 
derstand what he is talkiny about. 
There are three kinds of reporters, to 
wit: Good reporters; good reporters, 
with bad qualities; and bad reporters, 
with good qualities. The first class 
consists of those who ferret out all 
the facts concerning a given subject, 
and then dress up the facts readably. 
They discover naked events and 
clothe them with costumes of bewitch- 
ing rhetoric. The second class are 
those who, without patience or en- 
thusiasm, or cheek, or ambition to 


root out all the facts, content them- 
‘ural crop without irrigation; whether 


selves with a general view of the sub- 
ject and a few main incidents to sup- 
port the structure. | 

Reporters of this class are often deft 
joiners of epithets. They can hinge 
together the most graphic expressions, 
and all that the reader feels he wants 
' is a little more substance amid so much 
artistically constructed verbiage. The 
third class comprises reporters who 
have a genius for collecting all the 
facts, great and small, but fail utterly 
in putting them in presentable shape. 
If they are preparing an account of a 
ship about to be launched, they will 
tell you how far the jibboom of the 
mizzenmast is from the bowsprit, and 
give you all the odd inches. But their 
plural nouns will be joined fo verbs 
in the singular, and vice versa. But 
you will find few or no reporters who 
systematically go to work to distort 
facts and to slander chgracter. The 
public often wonders at the things 
which get into a newspaper, but how 
much more it would wonder at the 
things which are left out. It is not 
what goes into a newspaper that de- 
files the reader, but what would go 
into it if reporters were not faithful 
and managing editors not Argus-eyed. 
And you, ye ignorant and self-appoin- 
ted censors, who can not live without 
your newspapers, who riddle with the 
shot of your periflage the hard work- 
ing beings who run that you may read, 
do you ever stop to think of the pains, 
the skill, the training necessary to the 
preparation of the column you glance 
over so superciliously? 

You object to the head lines. Sit 
down and try to write some yourself, 
just once, there are certain limits to 
language. You cannot have startling 
titles and yet adhere to the strict lan- 
guage of the commonplace. We ac- 
knowledge, however, that there is 
sometimes a tendency to speak of a 
plough as an agricultural instrument, 
and of fire as the devouring element. 
But after all it is better to have a few 
eccentricities of language with plenty 
of interesting facts at the bottom of 
them, than to have sentences of im- 
macutate rhetoric with no facts at all. 
The watering place correspondent is 
the individual who receives the most 
withering criticisms from the newspa- 
per despiser. He is generally quite 
harmless, giving us statistics of arri- 
vals and departures, telling us who’s 
who, and what’s what, and allowing a 
vein of gossip to run through his let- 
ters, just as the curve of the earth 
_ through the mountains and val- 

eys thereon. 

But perhaps the writer most readily 
deserving of sympathy is he whose 
duty it is every day to be amusing. 
As though wit and humor could be 
written to order. You might as well 
expect a conjurer to twist limitless 

yards of ribbon out of his aesophagus. 
You must first give him time to put 
the ribbon there. And so with the 
newspaper funny man. In some re- 
spects he isthe most useful man on 
the staff, for his quibs and cranks do 
more to promote the salubrity of the 
reader than the whole Board of 
Health. But that isn’t- saying much. 

The ponderous writer is always safe. 
No one expects him to say anything 
refreshing or orriginal, and’ he never 
surprises public expectations. But to 
be perpetually expected to amuse is 
to be compelied to assume the atitude 
of a commedian behind the footlights. 
When his heart is breaking into tears 
his face must be breaking into smiles. 
In the midst of a violent attack of 
spleen he must pop off a bunch of 
smart apd good-natured bon mots. 
This is trying to the constitution, and 


it is scarcely to be wondered at that 
professional jokers are like the wicked, 
in that they do not live one half their 


days. '

this oftice. with your joimt opinion 
thereon. 

The investigation must bé most full, 
thorough and complete, showing 
whether any of the land entered un- 
der said Act will produce an agricult-

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Fast Time a Century Aco.—lIn 
1772, it is on record, that a mile was 
run by ‘‘Firetail” (which is suggest- 
ive of something hot, by the way) in 
one minute and four seconds. But 
we are not compelled to believe that, 
either. ‘‘Eclipse,” after ‘‘Flying 
Childers,” and a near relative, was the 
next most famous in England. He 
was not brought upon the turf until 
he was five years old. His owner, 
O’Kelly, having confidence in his great 
powers, backed him fully when he ran 
his first race in 1769. The first heat 
he won easily, and O'Kelly, having

throughout the. heat, offered to bei 
that he would place the horses in the 
next heat—that is, tell to a certainty 
the position of every horse coming in 
at the finish. This séemed a thing so 
impossible that he soun had bets taken 
toa largeamount. Leing called onto 
place the start, he said: ‘‘Eclipse first; 
rest nowhere.” And it was so, for 
the others were distanced easily, and 
thereby, as O'Kelly said, were ‘‘no- 
where.” He was never beaten, and 
no correct estimate of his speed could 
be determined; for no horse could be 
found fleet enough to put it to the 
test. After ashort career of seven- 
teen months he closed it by walking 
ever the course for the King’s Plate 
in 1770, no horse daring to enter 
against him. He won for his owner 
more than £25,000, which in _ those 
days was a large sum. He was the 
sire of 324 winners thal won £100,000.

The Whitehall Review describes a 
formidable. gun called a “cannon- 
revolver,” just adopted by the French 
government. The peculiarity of this 
arm consists in its capability of throw- 
ing eighty shells per minute of rather 
more than one pound each, which break 
up into twenty-four fragments. The 
cannon-revolyer can be brought into 


action and the range determined with 


great rapidity and when once sighted 
it can be worked without the slightest 
recoil, and traversed by pivot action. 
Its destructive effects cau thus be 
brought to bear on troops either in 
column or deployed. It commences 
to be effective at the tremendous range 
of over 3,000 yards. The first delivery 
of this formidable arm to the French 
government is principally for the use of 
the navy. The gunsare fired from and 
resting on the bulwarks, and are 
intended for tarpedo-boat searching. 
In this form the weight of the piece is 
only 700 pounds, but as field-pieces 
the additional gear required brings 
them up to about 1,600 pounds. Two 
men only are required to move the gun 
itself.

Can a Poultry Famr Pay. 
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* This question hasbeen fully an- 
swered in the affirmative by our neigh- 
bors, the French. Hitherto, with us, 
the attempt has ended more or less a 
failure; but is that a reason, if a prop« 
er method is adopted, and due care 
and. supervison exercised, that we 
should not succeed in the future? 

From the account I have before. me 
of the Frénch poultry farms, I gather 
that if we follow their example and 
breed for sale, just as ordinary farm- ° 
ers do their sheep and oxen, there ‘is 
no apparent reason why a fairly renu- 
merative profit should not be realized 
by. poultry farmers in this country. . 

1. Let there be plenty of space in 
the open runs. The poultry will find 
for themselves much good and whole- 
some natural food, and so save extra 
feeding. 2. Let the home feeding be 
regular and liberal, but not exceSsive; 
your birds then will always be in 
good health and condition. 3. Wheth- 
er you propose. producing eggs or 
meat for the table, choose suitable 
breeds for each object. Do not, how- 
ever, use too many breeds, as that 
involves complication in your houses, 
yards and accommodations generally. 
4. Let your personal supervision be 
constant, and employ only the best of 
and most trustworthy assistants, 

I have lately read, with pleasure, in 
Mr. L. Wright’s book on poultry, of 
the Bellair farm, that if in tending 
poultry farmers here took this as their 
mode and only improved upon it so 
far as their own experience and that 
of celebrated poultry breeders sug- 
gested they would soon have sound 
system to work on, and success be as- 
sured. 

To take another line of argument. 
A farm, say of fifteen or twenty acres 
will supply a certain number of sheep 
or oxen, according to the fertility of 
soil; all other feeding stuff, oil-cake, 
etc., will have to be paid for extra, 
and that in high proportion. Calcu- 
late out the product of this in beef 
and mutton for the market. So many 
oxen or sheep at such and such a 
weight can be raised, but what can we 
say of poultry? In:-this case so much 
does not depend on the quality and 
richness of the soil; and a greater 
weight of poultry, at less cost, will be 
raised than beef or mutton.

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Thieving Mail Contractors.

New York, Oc‘ober 4.—The Times’. 
Washington special says: Recently, in 
settling accounts with contractors for 
carrying the mails in some of the 
Western States, the Sixth Auditor dis- 
covered that a clerk in the office had 
been in collusion with some contrac- 
tors to defraud the Government. The 
practice of the Department is to give 
contractors on small routes authority 
to collect such balances as may be in 
the hands of Postmasters on their 
routes, the money thus collected be- 
ing charged against the contractors 
and deducted in making their settle- 
ments. The clerk having charge of 
this branch of the business arranged 
with the contractors not to charge the 
collections agains them on the Depart- 
ment’s books, and by this means about 
$30,000 were withheld from the Treas- 
ury. These dishonest transactions oc- 
curred nearly two years ago. As soon 
as they were discovered, all accounts 
settled by the clerk in question were 
investigated. The matter is being 
kept quiet. for prudential reasons. 
When the entire case was made out, 
the dishonest contractors were con- 
fronted with the evidence of their 
guilt and the confession of the clerk, 
and in most cases restitution has been 
made. It is believed that only a small 
portion of the money will be lost te 
the Government. The clerk has been 
dismissed and steps taken to prosecute 
the guilty parties. .

The Bank. of California is in fine 
condition again although its business 
is not so great as formerly, but it is 
more satisfactory to the management. 
The gross earnings for the past year 
were $744,00; expenses, taxes, etc., 
$161,000, leaving net earnings of $583, 
000. The sum now standing to the 
credit of profit and loss, new account, 
is $946,000, but no dividend is recom- 
mended, the amount being reversed to 
meet possible bad or doubtful debts, 
of which $101,000 have been absolutely 
written off, while of tne remainder, 
$700,000 are considered very question- 
able. The bank still suffers from the 
effects of old operations, about $1,675,- 
000, or one-third of the capital, being 
locked up in claims considered good 
and covered. by security, but which 
are not at present available.

The State Grange of California, now 
in session at San Francisco, has adopt- 
ed a platform, of which the following 
is an epitome: 9 

It approves the action of the Na- 
tional Grange, at its last session, in 
recommending the use of Grange influ- 
ence in gaining certain objects regard- 
ed by members of the Order as essen- 
tial to their material interest, among 
which are the following: A Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in the National 
Government, the head of which should 
be a member of the Cabinet; the en- 
actment of laws providing for the im- 
provement of natural water channels; 
for the improvement of the patent 
laws; for the security of depositers in 
banks; for equality of taxation; for 
equitable regulations controlling rail- 
road management; recommends simi- 
lar action by all State Granges as _ re- 
gards the Legislatures of their respect- 
ive States, and by the various county 
Granges to secure county interests; 
recommends a steady discussion and 
action on the above question, also on 
the subject of industrial education; 
the reduction and regulation of sala- 
ries and fees of county and _ State offi- 
cers; laws needed for the effective 
punishment and restraint of malfea- 
sance and bribery in offices; such mod- 
ifications of the financial system as 
will best protect and benefit the in- 
dustrial classes, and especially such 
Acts of Congress as will soonest and 
most permanently make each dollar is- 
sued by the Government, and repre- 
senting its credit, of equal purchasing 
power; declares against Chinese immi- 
gration and labor, including a petition 
to Congress to so modify the existing 
treaties, that while they will secure 
even-handed justice, they will eftect- 
ually stop this growing evil; such ac- 
tion of the Interior Department or 
Congress as may be necessary to do 
a in the matter of the desert 
and and other monopoly bills con- 
cerning the public domain; a tariff for 
revenue alone.

Northrup said,‘‘Ready,” 
whereupon they both fired simulta- 
neously. Noerthrup’s shot proved fa- 
tal to Evans, one ball penetrating the 
right temple into the brain. Evans 
fell forward upon his face, and was in- 
sensible till death came to his relief, 
about six hours afterwards. Northrup 
escaped unhurt from Evans’ | fire, 
which fell in front and around Nor- 
thrup. Northrup, with Pollard, who 
was deemed to be accessory, went to 
Hornitos and surrendered themselves 
to the authorities.

Let me suggest to you the 
query whether this is not unnecessary 
and injurious? I have long been, sat- 
isfied, from experience and observation, 
that much of the coughing which pro- 
cecds and attends consumption is vol- 
untary. Several years ago I boarded 
with a man wh was in the incipient 
stages of consumption. I slept in a 
chamber over his bedroom, and was 
obliged to hear him cough continually 
I endured the an- 
noyance, night after night, until it 
led me to reflect whether something 
could not be done to stopit. I watched 
the sound which the man made, and 
observed that he evidently made a vol- 
untary effort to cough. After I made 
experiments on myself and found that 
[ could prevent myself from coughing, 
sneezing, gaping, etc., in case of the 
strongest propensity to these acts, 
by a streneous eftort to the will. 
Then I. reflected that coughing 
must be very irritating and injuri- 
ous to the delicate organs that, are 
concerned in it, especially when they 
are in a diseased state. What can be 
worse for ulcerated bronchia, or lungs, 
than the violent wrenching of a cough? 
Itmust be worse than speaking. A 
sore on any part of the body, if con- 
stantly kept open by violent usage, or 
made rawagain by a contusion just 
when it is healing (and of course be- 
gins to itch), will grow worse, and end 
in death. Certainly, then, a sore on 
the lungs may be expected to termi- 
nate fatally if it is constantly irritated 
and never suffered to heal. and this, 
it seems to me, is just what coughing 
does for it. On the strength of such 
considerations as these, I made bold 
to ask the man if he could not stop 
coughing. He answered no. I told 
him what I thought about it, as above. 
He agreed to make a trial; and, on 
doing so, found, to his surprise, that 
he could suppress his cough entirely. 
The power of the will increased as he 
exercised it, and in a few days he. was 
mostly rid of the disposition to cough. 
His health, at the same time, evident- 
ly inproved, and when [ last saw him, 
he was in stroug hopes of getting out 
of death’s hands.”’

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The Telephone in Mines, 


The following extract from the Lon- 
don Morning Post of September 6th, 
shows that the suggestion that the tel- 
ephone be used in mine signaling has 
received nc" wag application first 
from Dr. Neve Foster, the Govern- 
ment Inspector of mines in Cornwall. 
The success achieved there will, we 
have no doubt, hasten the introduc- 


tion of the telephone in our Américan’ 


mines. It would be desirable to have 
stations at convenient points through- 
out the mine, go that the whole of the 
work would be under constant surveil- 


lance, as it were, and any accident in|}. 


one part of the mine could be commu- 
“asa: to all other parts without de- 
ay. 

‘‘Hitherto no speaking signals to 
the surface have been possible in mines 
of great depth, and cord signals have 
been very indefinite. On Tuesday Dr. 
Foster, Government Inspector of 
Mines, and his brother, an electrician, 
conducted experiments at the Eliza 
mine, St. Austell, with the telephone, 
which has never been tried in a mine. 
The little 
covered copper wire, was sent down 
the ventilating shaft, and within half 
an hour speaking at the bottom of the 
mine was distinctly heard, even more 
audible than at the bottom of the 
mine, where whispers at the top and 
songs were sung and questions asked 
and answered, demunstrating its thor- 
ough adaptability to mines. It was 
used by miners and others who had 
never seen the instrument before, and 
being so simple, efficacious, inexpen- 
sive and quickly fixed, it might be 
adopted in every mine in the country 
next week. An alarm calls attention 
when speaking is desired at either end. 
The importance of telephones in min- 
ing operations can scarcely be overes- 
timated as the wire and instrument is 
portable and can be carried to the ex- 
treme point of any mine.”

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Aw Automatic HorsE.—J. H. Nolan 
whose ingenuity and success as an in- 
ventor has already secured him a high 
standing in the mecnanical world, has 
just invented a novel means of locomo- 
tion, which isin the form of an au- 
tomatic or self-propelling horse. the 
locomotion being produced by 'the 
weight of the ‘rider and the weight 
which is carried. The “horse” and 
its appliance are models of mechanical 
simplicity, and any amount of speed 
required can be secured; in fact, can 
be made to goa mikefaster than the fast- 
est trotting horse of the day. A small 
‘“horse,”’capable of carrying a man ten 
or twelve miles per hour, can be_ built 
at from fifteen totwenty dollars; smaller 
eves, which can be used by children 
for amusement and recreation, can be 
built at from three to five dollars. 
The “horse” can carry considerable 


weight in addition to the rider. The 
person sits in position as he would 
| upon the live animal, with the feet in 
ithe stirrups and reins in hands, in 
which position he can govern the 
speed and guide the “horse” at will. 
There was an exhibition made with 
one of these “horses’ recently, in a hall 
in this city, and although the room 
was small and unfavorable for either 
speed or ease of locomotion, a hoy 
weighing sixty pounds propelled the 
“horse at from six to seven miles an 
hour with the utmostease. The exper- 
iment thoroughly established the 
practical value of the invention.—Bos- 
ton T'raveller.

The Labor Question. 


—_—_—_— 


We are accustomed to many old 
ideas which are fallacious, and they 
are respected merely on account of 
age. For instance when the working 


money, and the lack of employment, 
we say, “True”, my friend, but, let 
not you and £ talk of this thing, we 
can’t understand it. You, my labor- 
ing friend, are honest, but your hands 
are too rough for such delicate mat- 
ters. Let us leave such matters to 
our Statesmen. Now this idea is full 
of absurdity, and yet is part of the 
stock in trade of the average citizen. 
There is no denying the fact that 
while we wait for the Statesmen, the 
the laborer is suffering, or begging 
perhaps. It is also true that even 
when the statesmen sets to work it 
must be daysand months before the 
beneficial change makes itself felt 
among the people—e. g. trade dollars 
were a short time ago at a ruinous 
discount. Every one who studied the 
subject, knew that reaction would 
come, but meanwhile the laboring 
man was compelled to buy bread at a 
premium, and the damage was done. 
In view of such facts it would seem 
that we need statesmen for preven- 
tion of evils, rather than the cure. 
How are we to secure these and make 
them responsible, unless the laborer 
thinks upon his own interests and ex- 
presses his own opinion. We dont 
want to allow him an active, interest- 
ed part in politics, yet we can’t leg- 
islate without helping or emppling 
him. Is it surprising then, that not 
having been granted the argument, he 
secks to correct his misfortunes by 
force. . 

Now taking the other view, and 
granting that capital should alone 


seem that there is nothing more easy. 
In timés vf unnatural depression capi- 
tal should find the most profitable in- 
vestments. If real estate is below its 
natural value it is certainly more prof- 
itable now to build houses and hire la- 
bor. If labor is willing and raw ma- 
terial is cheaper, then is it not cer- 
tainly more profitable te work these 
up into the finished product which the 
consumer needs? There has been no 
shrinkage in the amount consumed by 
mankind. There must be more wheat 
raised this year than last. And when 
the ready means for production are 
cheapened by vicious mistakes, is it 
not a time for capital to invest and 
employ labor? Then why do we see 
the earniiigs of past years hoarded and 
the producer obliged to commence life 
anew almost without the means to 
to purchase the implement which he 
invented last. year? If the present 
tendencies remained in force we should 
in a few years begin to use the wooden 
plow, or labor would make for itself a 
new kind of money. We are now 
saying to the working man: ‘Wait, 
we will arrange matters and relieve

We have had occasion several times 
to complain of lavish expenditure of 
the county funds, and made few 
friends among the officials thereby. 
The complaint was honest, however, 
and intended for the general good and 
not personal correction. We do not 
believe that any county officer is 
guilty of dishonesty, but we do believe 
that a large amount of money has 
melted away in a very short time. 
Last January we had $50,000 hard 
coin in the treasury. Now we are in 
debt, and it does seem to us that this 
exhibit is not flattering. We have 
hoped that taxes might be reduced, 
judging from the previous years and 
the money accumulated, but now it 
appears that taxes must be raised or 
expenses reduced. At the present 
rate of expenditure the county will be 
using scrip in: June next, and all this 
with $50,000 to begin with anda 
marked increase in taxable property. 

This is certainly a subject which in- 

terests every man in this county. We 
have foreseen the result and warned 
those in authority of certain steps 
which were necessary to prevent this 
result. No attention has been paid to 
these suggestions, and at the present 
rate taxpayers are beginning.to inquire 
how long they are to be disregarded. 
The county is not more orderly than 
last year. Noone department is ad- 
ministered more efficiently, and many 
less so. How is it, then, that our ex- 
penses have increased so rapidly? 
If the Justice Court is eating more 
than its share, let us know it. If the 
District Court has been too expensive, 
let us tell the people. If fees are too 
high and officers are paid for the per- 
formance of trivial duties, let the peo- 
ple know it; for they have paid high 
taxes, and, prospectively, will have 
them to pay again. 

The present Grand Jury has an im- 
portant work to perform in telling the 
taxpayers where their money has gone 
and what it has purchased. We be- 
lieve that some of it has been wasted, 
and unless the Grand Jury reaches the 
merits of the case, we shall undertake 


that certain men may be convinced 
that honest opinions are worth heed- 
ing.

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A Wise Suggestion.

dering white laborers more trustwor- | 


thy and steady. The suggestion is 
good ia that it touches upon the rea- 
son why labor is regarded as an alter- 
native and not a complete success in 
itself. he idea that labor is only val- 


uable as a means of maintaining wealth | 


is highly injurious and has caused 
capital to misconceive its rights aud 
functions. The Post rightly says 
that we are prone to regard the la- 
borer as a tool which when used 
may be thrown aside at will and given 
no further thought. .He is pot made 
comfortable nor is he allowed to ex- 
pect steady. employment. He is to be 
used and then dismissed to care’ for 
himself. This mar.ner of dealing with 
labor, although apparently convenient, 
is far from profitable in the end, and 
is almost the sole cause of many un- 
favorable conditions which now exist 
in society. When the householder 
disregards the comfort of employes, 
they generally disregard his interests. 
“When there are no: ¢onrmon interests 
‘between the land and the hands which 
make it productive, there are shorter 
crops. When the farmer says “{ can 
not regard the interests of my hired 
men in tlie least, there are pienty of 
men,” he is’ helping to inerease the 
army of tramps and make the laborer 
of next year more unreliable. We 
must provide, as our cotemporary says, 
for the settlement of our Ceast by a 
homogeneous race which shall be use 
ful, contented and hence successful. 
If we treat the laborer as a mere in- 
plement, it is plain that he will owe 
us no allegiance and acknowledge no 
home among us. If we demand the 
lives,.liberties and comforts of em- 
ployes ta exchange for slender wages, 
then we must employ the heathen, and 
that must not be. 

The farmers of California are a just 
race and we believe that they could 
do much in offering a premium of a 
comfortable home for faithful men. 


Let the willing laborer find home and | 


comfort with them while his services 
are needed and there would be less 
lack of reliable employes.

The ‘‘ballot worm” before men- 
tioned will have his head above ground 
very early next year, but the feath- 
ered fowl who does not crow in true 
Nevada style will find worm gathering 
very unsatisfactory work.

The forty silver medals and nine 
gold medals which -were ordered by 
M, M. Fredrick for the. Nevada State 
Fair have been completed, and as 
specimens of elegant work, they are 
fully up to. Mr Fredrick’s standard of 
excellence. Noticeable among them 
is the medal to be awarded for the 
largest and best exhibit of any kind. 
It weighs four ounces and is of solid 
gold. On one side, in bas-relief and 
exquisitively carved, is a printing 
press, from which rays of light radi- 
ate. On the other side is the seal of 
the State. The workmanship on_ this 
medal is perfection itself. The de- 
sign of the piegon-shooting medal has 
just been completed by his designer 
and engraver. It represents a half 
section of an egg, cut lengthways. It 
is suspended from two crosed fowling- 
pieces, and on each side is a piegon 
with outstretched wings about to fly.

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Your Taxes.—The Board of Equal- 
ization mects next Monday to hear ex- 
ceptional cases. The Assessor’s roll 
will not be materially changed by the 
few alterations which the Board may 
make. This roll remains in the Audi- 
tor’s hands uatil the third Monday in 
this-:month. He then gives it over to 
the County Treasurer, who is ex-officio 
tax receiver. The roll remains with 
Mr. Norton five weeks this year, i. e. 
from October 15th to November 19th, 
during this time he receives taxes on 
real estate. He then makes a list of 
those who have not paid their taxes, 
and on the last Monday in November 
gives this list and the roll to the Audi- 
tor, Mr. Williams, who within three 
days causes publication of this fact to 
‘be made in a county newspaper. A de- 
linqguent penalty of ten per cent. is 
then added to all property upon which 
tax has not been paid and twenty-five 
per cent. additional penalty upon 
all property valued at more than $300. 
The Auditor immediately gives the 
Dist. Attortley the delinquent list who 
keeps the same for twenty days, . dur- 
ing which time any oue may pay his 
or her taxes upon procuring a tax cer- 
tificate from the Auditor of the amount | 
and penalty. The said tax tobe paid to 
the Treasurer. After the twenty days 
have expired the District Attorney by 
directions of the Board of County 
Commissioners, brings suit upon such 
delinquents as the Board may direct, 
save all cases on property valued at 
$300 and over. In these latter cases 
he must bring suit, without instruc- 
tions from the Board. A late amend- 
ment in the poll tax law, enacted at 
the instance of one of our county 
officers, provides for the payment of 
this tax without possibility of escape. 
Heretofore a man whose personal or 
real estate tax was less than $4 allow- 
ed it to become delinquent, also agree- 
ing to pay his poll tax at the time of 
of paying his property tax. Suit was 
brought but in about every instance 
the poll tax was not sued for and 
theretore not collected. Now this tax 
is added, if not paid with the personal 


property tax to the real estate tax, and 
its payment enforced. Butif he has 
no real estate his personal property 
may be levied upon. Walk up Mon- 
day week gentlemen and pay your 
taxes.

He was on a voyage from 
Bermuda May 55th, 1877, oa the 
steamship Bermuda. The bark Jonas 
Smith was spoken, with a signal of 
distress flying. She was ten days out 
from Bermuda, having left there for 
New York with five days’ provision 
for acrew of about fifteen colored 
men. A boat with three men came to 
the steamer and got a supply of beef, 
potatoes and sea biscuit. The facts 
about the vessel's history and crew, as 
told by Mr. Clemens, are as follows: 
One of the three men who came to us 
in the boat was the captain and owner 
of the vessel. We questioned him 
freely, and all thathe said was con- 
firmed afterward by three of our pas- 
sengers, who kuew all about the mat- 
ter. The poor old tub had been con- 
demned officially in Bermuda and 
sold at auction: and, queerly enough, 
not as a whole, but piecemeal, as one 
may say; for instance, one man bought 
the topmast and ull thessails, I think; 
another bought an anchor;. another 
such odds and ends as sky-lights and 
such things; and the colored man 
bought what was left. viz: the empty 
hulk and the stumps of the fore and 
main masts. He paid 42 pounds for 
his bargain. Then he bought three 
old rags, and made one to do dutyasa 
spencer on the mainmast, another as 
a jib, and a third as a sort of a flying 
jib or jibstaysail, whichever you 
please to call it. Tiiese had. become 
rags indeed when we saw them, and 
practically appropriate to the wander- 
ing food soliciting occa: tramp which 
the poor old outcast hai been all these 
months that have since dragged by. 
One ofour passengers said that the 
new owner of this solemn property 
was offered a sufficiency of Balast for 
his purposes fer $25, but he was not 
able to afford it and so went to sea in 
allhis perilous emptiness. His idea 
was to take the creature to.New York 
and sell her ata profit, either as a 
coaster or to be broken up.

Chicago Times: Ben Hill says that 
the next President of the United States 
will not only be the candidate of the 
Democratic party, but that the South 
will elect him with the assistance of 
only forty-seven Northern electoral 
votes—the South furnishing the bal- 
ance of the one hundred and eighty- 
five required to elect. Ben Hill is con 
tent that, notwithstanding the over. 
whelming preponderance of his part 
of the Union in naming the successor 
of President Hayes, ‘the South. should 
be awarded only the second place on 
the Presidential ticket. There is a 


way, and one that is practicable, by 


which the South may elect the next 
President with still less assistance 
from the North; and if resort be had 
to this plan, it is not unlikely that the 
time is approaching when American 
Presidents will again be chosen from 
the South in the beginning of the sec- 
ond century of the Republic as fre- 
quently as they were,in the early part 
of the first. Texas is eight hundred 
and twenty miles long, and seven hun- 
dred and forty miles wide. Its area 
is two hundred and seventy-four thou- 
sand three hundred and fifty square 
miles—nearly six times that of the 
State of New York, four times that of 
Maine, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island and Connecticut combined; 
greater than Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
Wisconsin and Michigan combined. 
The day can not be distant when the 
State will have to be divided. Its 
population in 1850 was a little over 
two hundred thousand. In 1860 it 
had iucreased to six hundred and four 
thousand two hundred and fifteen—a 
gain of nearly one hundred and eighty- 
five per cent. It contains now a full 
million people, and the tide of immi- 
gration is steady, notwithstanding the 
troubles of the Rio Grande. When 
these shall have been permanently 
settled, it will be practically impos- 
sible to maintain one State govern- 
ment over the aggregate to which the 
population is certain to rise, and the 
people will not be content to have 
only the same weight in the United 
States Senate as Rhode Island. The 
division of the State into four States 
was the original intention, and pre- 
vision to that effect was made in the 
act of admission. But it is more like- 
ly that it will ultimately be divided 
into six States. The Radicals, in 
their haste to obtain a preponderance 
in the Senate, made new States 
in the West as.rapidly as they could 
find any excuse, and did not even 
wait forthe minimum of population 
required forone representative.. That 
Ben Hill’s party will have a majority 
of the ‘Congress which succeeds the 
coming one, is at least probable; and 
more wonderful things have happened 
than that one of the first things’ that 
Congress will do will be to make four 
States, if not six outof Texas. Thus, 
it willbe seen, Ben Hill could elect 
the next President perhaps, with still 


less help from the North than he cal- | paer

A Letter of Greeley’s. 


Colonel M. W. Tappan, of Branford, 
New Hampshire, had the following 


letter from Horase Greeley, which is} 


thought to be the last letter of confi- 


dential friendship he ever wrote: 


Nov. 8, 1872.—My

beaten. JT was the worst beaten man 
who ever ran for the high office. And 
I have been assailed go bitterly that 
I hardly know whether I was running 
for President or penitentiary. In the 
darkest hour ny long suffering wife 
left me, pone too soon, for she suffered 
too deeply and too long.

I cannot see be- 
fore me. I have slept little for weeks, 
and my eyes are still hard to. close, 
while they soon open again.

Facts WortH REMEMBERING.- -One 
thousand shingles laid four inches to 
the weather will cover over 100 square 
feet of surface, and five pounds of 
shingle-nails-will fasten them on. 

One-fifth more siding and flooring 
is needed than the number of square 
feet on the surface to be covered, be- 
cause of the lap-in the siding and 
matching of the floor. 

One thousand laths willcover70 yds. 
of surface, and 11 pounds of lath-nails 
will nail them on. | 

Eight bushels of good lime, 16 
bushels of sand and one bushel of hair 
will make enough mortar to plaster 
100 square yards, | 

A cord of stone, three bushels of 
lime and a cubic yard of sand will lay 
100 cubic feet of wall. 

Five courses of brick will lay one 
foot in height on a chimney. Nine 
bricks in a course will make a flue 
eight inches wide and twenty inches 
long, and eight brick in a course will 
make a flue eight inches wide and 
sixteen inches long.

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CURISIOSITY OF GRAFTING.—Ip 1866 
M. Carillet, of Vincennes, took two 
young pear trees, each of which was 
worked on quince stock, and one of 
these, the Beurre de Aremburg, was 
made to serve as the stock while the 
other, the Beurre de Charneu, was 
grafted upon it in an inverted position 
having its roots fully exposed to the 
air, The operation was performed in 
April, and during the Summer the 
stock grew vigorously and bore two 
fruits, while the scion tree threw out 
buds and shoots from the quince 
stock. To add to the complexity of 
the experiment, M. Carillet grafted 
four pear scions on the principal roots 
of the quince, two of which succeeded. 
The sap thus passed from quince roots 
through Beurrre de Aremburg, thirdly 
through the inverted Beurrre de Char- 
neu, then through the quince again, 
and finally through the two varieties 
of pears.
